It is true that the time of “an in­ 
dustrial lull" is the time when public

But the inception of public works 
depends upon more than a mere will­ 
ingness on tho part of the govern­ 
ment to spend some of the people's 
money. 
So far as the federal govern­ 
m ent Is concerned, It is necessary for 
congress to take some action, both in 
authorizing the work and in appro­ 
priating the money therefor, and this 
naturally takes some months of cen 
sideratlon, following tho usual pro 
Ordure. 
In the various states, ll would re ­ 
quire a special session of the legisla­ 
ture, and as the appropriations in 
Texas, tor Instance, are already al­ 
most overlapping the income, it will 
be necessary to Increase the tax levy 
in order to secure money to pay for 
the p ro fite d additional public work 
We have great need of additional 
roads. 
There is not a state in the 
Union that is not now taking advan­ 
tage of the federal government’s aid 
in road building, and some of tim 
states have appropriated large sums 
of money In order to secure a propor­ 
tionally large amount of federal ald 
if with all this expenditure for one 
branch of public works there is still 
a great number of 
u n e m p l o y e d — Mr. 
Morrison estim ates it at four mil­ 
lions—how shall we go about it to 
employ the remainder? 
It Is questionable if a majority of 
the people approve of further expen­ 
ditures and consequent Increase of 
taxes in order to give employment to 
those who are out of work. 
We find 
that in some trades numbers of men 
are out on strike because of failure 
to agree with their employers as to 
wages or working conditions. 
And 
we are now threatened with another 
strike which will not only throw sev­ 
eral thousands out of 
employment, 
but will so tie up transportation as 
to add a great additional burden to 
the consumer for everything he buys. 
This davis not look like un honest 
endeavor to solve the unemployment 
problem. 
Men quitting work because 
of wage differences and then asking 
tho people to pay additional taxes in 
order that the various governments 
may undertake public works to give 
employment to the idle. 
Contractors in the building trades 
announce that 
they cannot 
secure 
contracts 
for 
new buildings 
while 
they have to pay the present scale of 
wages. 
Yet the building trades coun­ 
cil of the labor federation insists that 
the wages m ust not be cut. 
T here are many reasons for unem­ 
ployment that have not been openly 
stated. 
Transportation, 
marketing 
and distribution 
are int Teasing 
the 
cost of foodstuffs, although the farm ­ 
ers complain that they are not ade­ 
quately paid for what they raise. 
The cost of materials in many lines 
has 
been cut until 
the 
producers 
claim they cannot go any farther, yet 
the price to the consumer is not yet 
materially reduced. 
We must carefully look into this 
new proposition offered as a panacea 
for unemployment before adopting it. 
If we can afford to employ four mil­ 
lion men in public works, we are in­ 
deed prosperous. 
But the 
average 
taxpayer feels that he is at present 
paying all he can afford to, and we 
certainly cannot pay out huge sums 
of money to keep everybody at work 
-—at governm ent 
pay 
in addition— 
without 
increasing our 
taxes 
very 
materially.

lf you would have regularly taper­ 
ing, symmetrical parsnips which will 
< ut the work of cleaning them for the 
cooking material, avoid spading any 
fresh manure Into the immediate pan 
of the garden where the parsnips are 
to be planted, 
lf the soil is in need 
of fertiliser give it to them later in 
surface feeding. 
There is often trouble In having 
divided and unshapen parsnip roots 
and it has been discovered that where 
flesh stable manure is not used tills 
difficulty does not occur. 
When the 
roots divide giving only a stub of 
solid root, the root is of little value 
for the tab^e and the greater part of 
its year's work is lost. 
If you have had trouble in growing 
shapely parsnips that looked like th* 
pictures in the seed catalogs, avoid 
spading manure into their soil this 
spring and note the result.
